Irlo 
was tirst elected to the City Council for 
the yeiirs 1873 and 1874, during which 
time lie was instrumental iu establish- 
ing the present excellent waterworks 
system of Victoria.

MR. JOSEPH HUXTER. 

(Mr. Joseph Hunter, who is well 
kuowu to all Victorians, is a native of 
Abc-rdeeu, Scotluud, but has been iu 
tills province since 18ti4. Tiiroughout 
the greater [lart of this period he has 
been much and favoraldy before tlio 
public, ha\iiig, with others, foug'lit the 
uattles of Confederation iu Cariboo in 
1S70, aud wil.'j returned as one of i.s 
uiemlier.M to' the first proviueial legisla- 
ture under Confederation in 1S71. Siuoo 
then -Mr. Hunter has represented Co- 
uiox for eiglit years, and latterly Cari- 
boo, ill the last legislature; having fbtis 
«at twice for the Golden constituein.'y. 
Hi was for four years chairaian of the 
•Private Bills Committee, and for eij;lit 
years chairman of Supply and Deputy 
Speaker. During last session he was 
cnairman of the Railway Commmittee. 

Apart from these public duties, Mr. 
Ilaintei'*H life throughout his long resi- 
dence in British Columbia has been a 
very busy one. He has been actively 
engaged in mining and in. railway con- 
struction and operation; 'it being inter- 
esting to note that on Sunday last, the 
,13th inst., he completed his twentieth 
year of service with the Esfiiuiuiait & 
LVauaiuio Railway Company, liuviiig 
.surveyed, constructed aud operated the 
line, uf whi(.'a he is now vice-president 
aud general manager. He has also 
been engaged on explorations and sur- 
veys for the C. 1'. R., haviug been 
lirobably the lirst man to explore I'iiie 
River I'ass. Mr. Hunter, it may be 
noted iu this connection, received « coll 
the other day from one Of the Grand 
Trunk engineers, with reference to his 
intimate knowledge of the topography 
of the provinct*.

Sofia, Sept. 15.— I'ollowing are some 
of the points iu the note which Bulgaria 
has just presented ty the Powers : 

"What Ui© Bulgai'ian governmeut had 
forc^eeui, us expressed in its note of 
June 2i), of the development of affairs 
in Turkey, has becmne amply verilit>d. 
The Turkish goveninieiit is systemati- 
cally aiiiiihilating the Bulgarian people. 
•The 

mobilization uiid couceutratioii of 
such great forces in European Turkey 
under tlie pretext of suppressing, tho 
revoliitiou, g.ves Jlulgaria reason to 
suppose that at an opportune moment 
she will be attacked by Turkey. Tho 
jl^ulganaii government can no longer 
remain indiliereut in tlio preiouce of 
such a situation, which is of a nature 
calculated to bring about a hostile col- 
lision between Turkey and Bulgaria. If • 
tho Great I'owers do JJot take measures 
to give the sublime I'orte counsels of 
wisdom and of moderation, the Bul- 
garian government will be obliged to 
take the necessary steps to bo ready for 
every eventuality aud to not be taken 
by surprise." 

Premier Petroff was interviewed to- 
day by tho eorrespondeut of the lAflSO- 
clated Press on the roiisoa Whicll ill- 
duced the Bulgarian government to 
issue yesterday's note to the Powers. 
He said : "It has been from the first 
plainly evident that the policy of Tur- 
key was to hinder 'the' development of 
tho .Bulgarian race in Macedonia, which 
was tho strongest national element 
there. With this end in view the Turks 
proceeded to devastate the country and 
kill tho-. Bulgarian iChristiaiis, ■ driving' 
the survivors' into the mountains and 
forests .where there would either perish 
of hunger or go across the Bulgarian 
frontier and become a burden to tho 
Bulgarian nation. Meanwhile the (Pow- 
ers ipald not the slightest attention to 
tho iDuIgarian note of June 29th', but 
rather encouraged the Turks, who adopt- 
ed tho most severe measures to sup- 
press the outbreak.. The .Bulgarian gov- 
ernment is compelled to protect not only 
Bulgaria itself, but also the- Bulgarian 
element iu .Macedonia. It is further 
evident that Turkey has indirectly en- 
.couraged the revolution, ,• a.s'.' With ten ■ 
times as many guards on the fro.atier 
as Bulgaria employed, the .Turks never 
stopped a single revoliitiouary band nor 
any individual crossing the frontier. 

"'I'lie I'orts was only too anxious to 
have a pretext for continuing the mas- 
sacres of the extermination of tho Bul- 
garian people. Turkey has now con- 
centrated i}00,000 troops in Macedonia, 
probably about 25,000 of Whom or© en- 
gaged in the suppression of tlie revolt. 
There is no attempt to fight tho in- 
surgents, but the troops attack innocent 
women and chiidreii. Tlie Bulguriau 
government is forced to perceive in this 
excessive mobilization a clear simi of 
Turkisli desii'e, after she has succeeded 
in subduing the outbreak in Slucedonia 
to attack Bulgaria and' exterminate tho 
Bulgarian r.nce. All our latc&i. infornia- 
tiou from Macedonia aud Coustautinoplo 
coulirms this view," ( 
llilma Pasha,, the Vali of Salonic.1, 
has openly declared that war .with Bul- 
garia is the only way of seltliiig the 
Maeedoaian rjuestiou. The Coustautin- 
oplo press, which Is under the most 
severe censorship, was recently allow- 
ed to publish the most sensational re- 
ports, with the object of increasing the 
.Mussnlman's fanatic hatred of Bulgar- 
ian Cnristians. 

Tlie .Vmerican consul at Beyrout 
telegri^pha that rtie situation is tranquil 
iiltliough some fears are entertained of 
disturbances on the occasion of the feast 
of the cross. The consul adds that a 
good impression was created by Rear- 
Aduiiral Cotton's c.iiifereuce with Mnz- 
rim I'lislia, tba acting Vali of Beyrout, 
and the bitter's repressive action is al- 
ready reported by Admiral Cotton to 
the authorities at Wasiiiugton.

't/ondon, Sept. 15.— Premier Balfour 
issued toniffht the advunco slieets of a 
pamplilot on the subject, "'lusular Free 
?Erad«," ia wtiieli be presouts at leugtli 
the arguments iu favor of u change in 
Great Britain's liscal policy, lu intro- , 
duciug the pamphlet, Mr. Balfour siiys 
his purpose iu issuing is that it would 
be impooriibio to put all the importuut 
points on this questiou within the limit 
of a single sDcecn, and therefore, he 
says the pamphlet may be a littiug 
preliminary to'^he sDeoch, which he will 
shortly make. This undoubtedly refers 
to the (speech Mr. Uulfour will muko 
ut isheUii'ld on October 1. I 

Mr. Balfour says he approaches the 
subject from the standpoint of u free 
trader. "As far as cuntemnorary cir- 1 
oumstances will permit," he cuu^ni.es, 
"i am u free trader, but not or the 
pattern which holds that the doctrine 
of free trade, which is so universal iu 
its application and so capable of an 
ctact e.xjpression tliat every conclusion 
to v/hifh it logically leads must be ac- ' 
copted witnout hesitation and without 
reserve." I 

The urg'uments presented throughout , 
the pamphlet vary little ■ from those al- ' 
ready enunciated, but the Premier 
points out that, as a reason of Kog- 
land's policy of recaiuiug a fiscal pol- 
icy made for a free trade country iu 
a world of free traders, not for a free ' 
trade country in a world of protection- 
ists, the rate of her import has not 
increased any, in fact it has seiiously , 
diminished. Compared with the past 
years some departments show no in- 
crease, while in others show sjTiiploms 
of decrease. The Premier asserts tiiut 
there is no reasou to o.vpect an im- 
provement. Meanwhile Germany, .iVm- 
erica, France, Uussia, and even , 
Great Britain's self-governing Col- 
onics continue to build xiy a protected 
Interest within their borders. Mr. Bal- 
four says Uie mistakes made by the 
free tradei-s half a century ago have 
Jeft Great Britain hearing all the burd- : 
ens and enjoying only half the advant-i 
ages which should attach to the Em- 
pire, lie devotes much space to the 
effect of protection upon comhinations 
in countries in which protection exists. 
This tho Premier points out, is to the 
disadvantage of the British manufac- 
turer, who is unable to compete with 
the manufacturer who is able to sell 
abroad at a lower price than he charges . 
for the same article at home. ' 

He gives an instance of German 
:8teel in this particular, sayiuj^ it is sell- 
ing cheaper in England than the Brit- 
ish mamifacturer can posyibly produce 
it for. Mr. -Balfour declares that the 
o])tiinist who advocates a continuance 
of tlie free trade policy in spite of the 
injiir.v worked by protection on Groat 
Britain's interests, are foolish, and their 
arguments little shurt of recklc-s.'!. The 
only l>'''ssilile liope of a niitiuri!tio:i of 
the evil is through negotiation, which 
lie sayii cnn onl.v a|>peal to self-interest 
in foroigu protected countries, and in 
the case of the Colonics to self-interest 
coupleil with sentiment. Jlr. Balfour 
concludes : — "Were I proved ■ to be 
wroug, my opinion on the fundnmrnial 
question would remain iincliaiigtd. | 
Where we f.iil others may succeed. Ici 
cannot be right ior, a countr.v with 
free trade ideals to enter into competi- ■ 
tion wifh iirotectioiiist rivals, self de- 
prived of tlie only instrument whereby] 
their policy can conceivably be iiiod.- 
fiwl. The most essential object to na- 
tional efforts sliould he to get rid of 
the bonds whicli we have gratuitou.-ly 
entangled ourselves with in the prici-o 
manner in whicli we should use our re- 
gained liberty is important, yet after 
all, only u secondary issue." Mr. Bal- 
four's pamphlet is a reprint of notes 
circulatetl among his colleagues iu the 
calbinot in the early part of August, 
and are not i)ublic. He compla;n.s be- 
causo he thinlis I'liey might gam a Jiirge 
cii\.!iiIatioii for wliich they were not 
originall.v written. Tlie publicalion of 
tile pamphlet immediately after the 
momentous cabinet council held yester- 
day and today, indicates tliat it em- 
bodies a statement of polic.v accepted 
or acquiesced iu l)y the inajorily of! 
tho cabinet. If tliis assumption Ls cor- j 
rect it means an al)aMdoiiment of the 
idera of [ireferentiiil tarifll-s witli the 
Colonies and the ta.xalion af food- -in 
favor of a sysfioiu of retaliatory duties. 
Even rliis. how'ever, Is tcntaiive. | 

filr. Balfour, in Ins speecli on October 
1, expects to elaborate and explain his 
case, and the cabinet will closely watch 
its recei)l'ion l)y tlie Constrvative dele- 
gates. Ill .short, tlie great iiiiestioii of 
tree Irade versus prolectioii. so far as 
the cabinet is concornc>d. is still unde- 
cided. What will be Colonial .'Secre- 
tary ('liaiiilii'rlaiirs aitiliide i.s tlic burn- 
ing (juestioii of the moment.

Bal- 
four says : "The most momentous, pi r- 
liiips, the most permanent, victory for 
frco trade was, won when, rather on 
nari;>nal than ec'onomic'il grounds, inter- 
Ktn'te tariffs were forbidden in tSe 
United States." 

iNeither does Jfr. Bnlfour adroit that 
Groat Britain's t~ade is on tli» 
verge of ruin. Ho says : — ".Tudgrd 
1).V nil available tests, both the 
total wealth and tlio diffused well-being 
of the country are generally greater 
than the.v have ever been. We are 
not only rich and prosnerona in appear- 
ance, but also, I" believe, in reality. I 



can And uo evidence that we -are living 
on our capital." ^ 

The Premier thinks that this is be- 
cause protectionist tarills are less bad 
than tney look, and protectionitit couu- 
.tries and the British Colonies "are still 
our most important customers." 

iHe contends, however, -that Great 
Britain's sufferings must increase witu 
the growth ana spread of protection 
abroad and the absoi-ptiou of new mar- 
kets, for instance, China, by poweriul 
protection states. She should strive for 
"freedom to negotiate so that freedom 
Of e.vcnauge may be increased." Mr. 
Balfour says further:— "The only al- 
ternative is to do to foreign couulrics 
what they alwajs do to each other, and 
instead of appealing to economic the- 
ories in whicli they wholly disbelieve, 
to use tiscal inducements, which they 
thoroughly understand/' 

An illnstrativo table is appended to 
tlio pamphlet, showing Uritisli exports 
to protected and unprotected markets, 
and the valHe of Briiish e.'.poris s.uce 
1880. 

The papers universally praire Jlr. 
Balfour's pamphlet for the abiliiy and 
lucidity with which the argunieiits are 
presented, and a warm welcome is ex- 
tended to it by organs, which, though 
iu favor of protectionist ideas, were 
opposeil on the ground of political ex- 
pedieucji to Mr. Chamberlain's food 
proposals. The Liberal papers have, in 
their editorials, strongly denounced the 
booklet, because they contend it leaves 
Jlr. Balfour on the protectionist side 
without in any way settling the issue 
before the country. 

Tlie Duke of Devonshire had a con- 
ference lasting two hours with .\Ir. 
lialfour at the hitter's Official residence 
this evening. Chief Irish Secretary 
Wyiidham. the Earl of Selborne and 
Gerald Balfour also called on the 
I'reinier. 

It is believed that within a day or 
two the resignation of the Chancellor 
of the Exelieiiver, Mr. Bitcliie, and 
perhaiis the Duke of Devonshire, will 
be announced, although nothing certain 
is known. The Stamtard, a Conserva- 
tive organ. contends in its editorial 
article that there is no occasion what- 
ever under the existing understanding 
for any member of tlio cabinet to 
withdraw. According to the Daily Mail, 
Mr. Chamberlain agrees, under the 
stress of necessity, not to press his pro- 
gramme. The paper says he probably 
will not admit that hi,s schemes are 
abandoned, but nevertheless they can 
safely be regarded dead for the time 
at least. , 

.V circumstantial statement is pub- 
lished, nttriibutiiig to the Colonial Sec- 
retary the prediction of the goneral 
election imil the defeat of the govern- 
ment in tho spring. The Conservatives 
«-ill be ill ofllce for six months, and 
then he will return to oflice with the 
countrv at his back.

Sr. Meutlonca e' Costa 
says that, as far as could be observed 
in the rapid journey, there us iirnctically 
no coiiiiucrcial and industrial develop- 
ment tiiroiigluiiit Siberia. Coming from 
I'ortiigal, where every foot of the land 
is under cultivation and produces abun- 
dani cnips of everything, tliey found the 
desolation of Siberia little less than ap- 
palling. Towns so few und far lietween, 
farms so wide apart, that the land ueems 
almost ail empty aud unproductive. 
While soldiers constitute the predomiu- 
uut sign of life— this is Siberia as it 
seems to the keen, practical ej-os of the 
Lisbon liinilway Gazette director. 

Statistics indeed ex-ist, showing that 
Siberia does as a matter of fact ex- 
Iiort euorinoiis quantities of produce; 
but liig though the ligiires apiiear ou 
paper, the aspect of the country is one 
of unutterable emptiness to those who 
actually see it. And, taking these large 
statistics in their simple uiatlieuiutical 
ratio to area, they in-ove quite insignili- 
cant after all. Siberia is at present a 
vast military parade ground; whatever 
else it may be is quite secoudury, aud 
not likely to attain comparative im- 
portance for many years to come. 

Of tlie railway itself, Sr. (Mcndonca 
e' Costa takes a practical view, more' 
favorable thiiu those of most travelers 
hitherto. Generally speaking, "c'est un 
pen defective, maii il marche." It lias 
faults, but it gets uloug. That is the 
important point.
